1. An inhibitor for inhibiting macrophage activation,

6. The inhibitor of claim 5, wherein the infectious disease 
results from infection with a bacterium. 

7. The inhibitor of claim 6, wherein the bacterium is a 
Gram-negative bacterium. 

8. The inhibitor of claim 5, wherein the infectious disease 
results from infection with a virus. 

9. The inhibitor of claim 8, wherein the virus is influenza. 

10. The inhibitor of claim 4, wherein the disease is a type 
IV allergic disease. 

11. The inhibitor of any one of claims 1 to 3, which 
prevents, improves, or treats severity of an atopic disease 
associated with pathogenic infection. 

12. The inhibitor of any one of claims 1 to 3, wherein the 
macrophage activation results from any one factor selected from 
the group consisting of lipopolysaccharide, IFN-y^ and IL-ip.
